EW YORK, July 26.—[Exciusive 

Dispatch.) The Tribune says:

PARKER'S VERSION OF IT. 
“Parker, during the legislative exam- 
ination, stated that Thursday, prior 
to the election, he, Hill and Muller 
signed a note for $5000, which was 
cashed by John Keenan a member of 
the committee, who afterwards took 
up his residence in Canada: Parker 
used $1000 of this money. A few days 
later, Parker and O’Brien, according 
to Parker's testimony, contributed $500 
each to the campaign fund, added it to 
the $4,000 left and turned it over to 
Judge Muller to settle the Keenan note 
That was the last Parker knew of 
the matter.

WANTED AT KITTITAS, WASH., ON

Held as @ Fugitive from Justice 

Alleged to Have Received 
Money While Mis Bank was insol- 
vent—Will Fight the Case to a 
Finish.

James A. Kellogg, a banker of Kit- 
titas, Wash., was arrested last night 
on the charge of being a fugitive from 


‘ justice. a 


The accused is nearly 60 years of 
age and has occupied a prominent pe- 
sition in the community where he has 
lived and where he managed the James 
A. Kellogg Bank, besides being inter- 
ested in other enterprises. 

The particular charge made against 
Kellogg is that on June 10 last he 
received from C. H. Brucum in his ca- 
pacity as bank manager the sum of 
$2500, knowing that the bank was at 
that time in a state of inselvency. On 
July 8 a complaint was sworn to and a 
Warrant issued for the arrest of Kel- 
logg. On the charge of having com- 
mitted a felony. By that time, how- 
ever, the bank 
out, and not until a day or two ago 
was he located in Los A 

There is a special statute which 
bears ety upon the offense alleged, 
which is as follows: 

“Any president, director or manager 
of any institution who shall 
receive, or t, to the reception of 
deposits after shall have knowledge 
of the fact that such banking institu- 
tion is insolvent or in failing circum- 
stances shall be guilty of a felony.” 

When the auhborities at Kittitas dis- 
covered that Kellogg had ned they 
sent out descriptions, and in due course 
he was trailed to this city. His wife 
had left Washington before her hus- 
band, and when he, too, vanished it 
was surmised that probably they had 
come to Los Angeles where the wife's 
parenta are living.

HE PERSECUTION OF DAVEN- 

Let anyone who thinks public of- 
fice is a private snap, try it. Unless 
he is the exception to the rule, he will 
soon find that public office is a private 
misery. Nine times out of ten it's a 
case of you're damned if vou do, and 
you're damned if you don't.“ Pervert- 
ing a well-known saying, you can sat- 
isfy some of the people all of the time, 
and all of the people some of the time, 
but you cannot satisfy all ofthe peo- 
ple all of the time. . 

As a general proposition, public of- 
ficials are conscientious; they mean to 
do right. Like every other human be- 
ing, they make mistakes; but more 
often they are mistakes of judgment, 
not of intent, and only such mistakes 
as any other man might make. The 
man who devotes his time and energy 
to the public service, at comparatively 
small remuneration and frequently for 
mere glory, is entitled to public sym- 
pathy and public consideration. It is 
noticeable that there are few persons 
who are willing to undertake the task. 

Obviously, then, a public official 
should be immune from persecution. 
If it becomes apparent to a majority 
of the citizens of a’ community that a 
certain public official is deliberately 
and intentionally a rascal, he should 
be prosecuted; and if that does not 
avail, he should even be persecuted 
until he is forced to step down and 
out. But such cases are the exception, 
not the rule. ,

But as there was no mention in Sir 
William's report of his own services, 
or, in fact, of his having been upon 
the scene at all, it was not until] much 
later that the matter was brought 
to the attention of the government 
and by the latter to that of the Queen, 
who, as stated above, conferred upon 
him the Albert medal. 

Sir William is a Scotch physician. 
hailing from Glasgow, and after hold- 
ing the position for a time of res- 
dent physician and superintendent of 
the Royal Lunatic Asylum at Aber- 
deen, he managed to secure an ap- 
pointment as chief medical officer at 
the Seycheller Islands, from which he 
was transferred in a similar tapacity 
to the Mauritius, and also given con- 
trol of the government lunatic aswum

THAT WATER CASE. 

F. C. Finkle, the Los Angeles Civil 
Engineer, who has made a geological 
and topographical study of the Perris 
and Menifee valleys ard the surround - 
ing ranges, was the witness, who oc- 
cupied the stand today in the big 
water case.

{Japanese Correspondence Kansas 
City Times:] Kwannon, the goddess of 
mercy, who in the confusing pantheon 
of Northern Buddhism is an emanation 
of Amida, and who hears the prayers 
of the unhappy, has a temple dedicat- 
ed to her on a hill nearer the sea and 
overlooking all the Kamakura. Plain.
